DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-8, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites "the plungers," claim 4 recites "the output end of each syringe" and "the 
outputs," claim 7 recites "said ends of the plungers," claim 8 recites "the shaft," claim 1 1 recites 
"the barrel" and "the plungers." There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claims. 

Claim Objection 

Due to the quality of the copy of the claims submitted, there is some question as to the 
dependency of claim 9. This office action is based on claim 9 as being dependent upon claim 1 . 
If this is incorrect Applicant is requested to state correct dependency. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by FUKUNAGA 
(U. S. Patent No. 5,582,596), or CORDNER (U. S. Patent No. 5,179,983) or WOLF (U. S. Patent 
No. 4,979,942) or FISCHER (U. S. Patent No. 5,290,259). The prior art disclose an apparatus 
for holding one or more syringes including a handle, cradle, clip, applicator tip as recited in the 
claims.
